TO 4 LANES IN 3 STAGES 
State May Widen Newportville Road 


Newportville Road, that dangerously antiquat­ 
ed two-lane state highway running through Bristol 
Township, Middletown and Falls Township, may 
be widened shortly into a four-lane modern high­ 
way. 


A bill was introduced yesterday in Harrisburg 
by Assemblyman James J. A. Gallagher (D-Bucks) 
proposing widening of Newportville Road from Ne- 
shaminy Creek to Five Points, Bristol Township 
(about 3i/2 miles). The bill was referred to commit­ 
tee. 


The Courier-Times recently ran a lengthy story 
exposing the outmoded conditions on Newportville 
Road. 
Confident Of Passage 


Gallagher said today he was confident the bill 
would pass. Passage makes widening mandatory 
and effective immediately, Gallagher said. 


Gallagher also intends to introduce two other 
bills, calling for widening of the road from Five 
Points to the Levittown Parkway, (I1/* miles, and 


from the Parkway to Tyburn Road in Falls Town­ 
ship, (2 miles). 
Introduction of the bill follows a request made 
about a year and a half ago by Bristol Township 
and Middletown. A stretch of the road, south from 
the Parkway, is partly in Bristol Township, partly 
in Middletown. Most of the highway lies in Bristol 
Township. The stretch from below Penn Valley 
Road north to Tyburn Road is in Falls. 
Doesn’t Require Curbs 


The bill, calling for state construction and 


maintenance of a four-lane highway, does not re­ 
quire curbs and sidewalks. 
Another construction bill introduced last week 
by Gallagher has had its second reading this week 
in committee and now goes to the appropriations 
committee. This bill calls for construction of a four- 
lane bridge to replace the present bridge over the 
creek between Bensalem and Bristol Township on 
Route 13. 
Gallagher said he expects final passage this 
week.

Proposed To 


Build Roads 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - Gov. 
William W. Scranton today pro­ 
posed spending a record - high 
$292 million in state and federal 
funds for actual road construe, 
tion in the 1965-66 fiscal year 
which begins July I. 


The expenditure total, $56 mil­ 
lion higher than in the present 
fiscal year, is the largest single 
item in the $593.6 million pro­ 
posed motor license fund bud- 
get unveiled in a message to 
the General Assembly. The total 
budget is $27 million higher than 
the existing road financing plan 
for the current fiscal year. 


While Scranton described the 
budget as the first stage in his 
long range program to boost an. 
nual construction expenditures 
to $900 million per year by 1975, 
he delayed announcement of all 
but one suggested means of fi­ 
nancing. 
He did say, 
however, next 
year’s 
program 
will 
require 
$37.7 million in borrowing by 
the State Highway and Bridge 
Authority. This will require leg­ 
islation to reassign $200 million 
in authority borrowing capacity 
from the interstate road system 
to all highway purposes. 


The 
Highways 
Department 
section of the budget also calls 
for $60.6 million for design and 
engineering; 
$60.7 million for 
right of way acquisition; 
$83 
million 
for

$15.3 million for administration.

U.S. Jets Rip 


Supply Depot

The raid on Vinh, 160 miles 
south of Hanoi, was the heaviest 
reported 
as American planes 
continued to hammer at targets 
north of the demilitarized zone.

Vinh had been hit Monday by 
U.S. Air Force planes. After the 
10-minute attack today, pilots 
reported they inflicted extensive 
damage on the 40 or 50 buildings 
still standing in the supply depot 
area. They said exact damage

make because of the intense 
ground fire.

Jones wrote the college that it

The new status means that the 
college will be eligible to re­ 
ceive as much as $1,250,000 in 
capital reimbursement from the 


federal government, Dr. Louis 
Bender, assistant school super­ 
intendent and community col­ 
lege coordinator, said today. 


$1,600,006 In Bonds 


Meanwhile the college board 
of trustees, authority and county 
commissioners last night ap­ 
proved the purchase of $1,600,- 
000 in bonds at 3.168 per cent 
by a syndicate of investment 
bankers. 


The money will be used for 
the purchase, renovation and 


equipping of the college located 
in the buildings formerly owned 
by the Tyler family. The project 
will be paid for by Bucks tax­ 
payers at a rate of lVfc mills 
over the period. 


Total interest on the bonds 
over a 20-year period will be 
$562,105.
